Other Nations Are Compelled to 
Give America Lowest Rates 
or Lose the Great Mar- 

ket Here.

Washington, D. C., May 17.—[Special.)—If 
congress should adjourn after reénacting the 
Dingley Jaw and adding to it the maximum 
god minimum tariff system ag contained in 
the senate bill, it would be a distinct gain 
to the community. It would not bea tariff 
revision downward, which the people have 
been expecting, and President Taft would 
probably feel called upon to veto the bill on 
that account. 

Nevertheless, the benefit to the export 
trade of the United States from the passage 
of the maximum and minimum tariff sys- 
tem means a great deal. It means so much, 
in fact, that unless some such system is 
adopted our export trade will be practically 
annihilated so far as competitive articles go. 

The passage of the new law or the re- 
enactment of the present one without the 
reciprocity feature surely would be met by 
every important foreign nation by a revi- 
gion of its tariffs in such a way as to bar 
out the American goods, so that preference 
might be given to other countries which had 
something in the tariff line to trade upon. 


Nation Needs Export Favors. 


It is curious that in the general discussion 
throughout’ the country of the rates the vast 
importance of this maximum and minimum 
system appears to be lost sight of. We have 
reached a period in the development of our 
manufacturing where we have begun to ex- 
port with a profit. If we pass a law along 
the old lines, simply fixing ironclad rates 
on imports, every European country which 
is alive to the situation will make us pay a 
penalty. 

They do not mind the rates of duty so much, 
provided they are uniform Even when the 
rate is prohibitive, Germany does not worry 
so much over the loss of the American mar- 
ket because it knows that France and Eng- 
land and Italy and Russia also are barred 
out. 

On the other hand, fully recognizing the 
disinclination of the American people to re- 
vise their tariff frequently and being rea- 
sonably certain that our rates will be perma- 
nent for a long period of years, the problem 
set béfore the European nations is one easy 
of solution. Maintaining the maximum and 
minimum system themselves there-ie-no rea- 
fon in the world why they should not make 
us pay the maximum rate, because it does 
not affect our tariff at all. The result is that 
a flat tariff rate by this country means an 
incentive to every foreign nation to give us 
the worst of it in its tariff dealings, be- 
cause in that way they secure concessions 
from other countries ® 


Near Ideas of Blaine. 

There are some significant figures obtain- 
able at the treasury department going to 
show that our export trade has reached a 
point where it may be vastly developed in 
case we adopt any kind of a system which 
will prevent the foreign nations from taking 
advantage of it. The more goods we export 
the more money comes into the United States. 
The more goods we import the more money 
goes out of the United States. i 

If we can construct a tariff that will pro- 
tect the American working men andi at the 
same time stimulate our export trade we 
shall be close to the reciprocity idea which 
stimulated James G. Blaine and William Mc- 
Kinley in the later years of their lives to 
preach reciprocity as the natural handmaiden 
of protection 

The pity of it all is that such a system as 
the maximum and minimum tariff was not 
adopted by this country in all its simplicity a 
dozen years ago, or even as far back as the 
original McKinley bill, instead of resorting to 
& piecemeal reciprocity involving the nego- 
tiation of separate treaties with the different 
nations, which is in the last analysis the 
strongest invitation'to a tariff war ever de- 
vised. 


Figures Show Need of Change. 

Taking the figures of our exports for the 
last fiscal year, ended June 30, 1908. and 
Comparing them with the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1906, it is possible to construct a 
simple little table which contains ‘a whole

This table shows ah increase in the value 
of our exports of wheat, flour, and all kinds 
of manufactures of iron and steel, besides 
Mineral oil, both crude and refined, to a 
large extent. Part of this increase comes 
from the higher prices, and the rest is mani- 
festly due to our superior facilities in the 
Matural production of iron ore, wheat, and 
Wheat flour, and petroleum. 

There are smaller iucreases in wood and 
the manufactures of wood, including, of 
course, furniture. and in coal. The move- 
ment in the leather trade, including boots 
and shoes, which are the largest factors, is 
Practically stationary for the two years of 
1008 and 1908. 


Unequal Rates Bring Decrease. 
There are, however, some serious de- 
efeases in our export trade which probably 
an be corrected by the application of a tariff 
System which will prevent discrimination. 
Will be seen from the table that there has 
been a Significant drop in the value of the 
fern exported and a smalier reduction rela- 
in live cattle and meate and dairy 
Products, In almost all of those cases there 
© been discriminations by European 
nations against us, either outright, through 
‘*Pplication of maximum rates, or indi- 
Fectly, by the means of alleged sanitary and 

regulations.

ADVANCE GUARD LEAVES. 


Delegation Instructed to Combat 
Helm Measure and Boost 
Consolidation Bill to / 
Bitter End. 


Chicago makes its last plea.for charter 
legislation to the Illinols legislature this 
week. Today the city will fight out the legis- 
lative restriction proposition bora of the 
downstate legisiators in the senate surely 
and in the house probably. Tomorrow char- 
ter consolidation bill No. 1 will be up for 
the final test in senate and house. A dele- 
gation of at least 100 r ntatives of 
vitally interested Chicagoans will be in 
Springfield to fight to the last for No. 1. 

There was a conspicuous assembly of rep- 
resentatives of all sorts of business, com- 
mercial, and civic interests at noon in the 
City club. The talk was unvarnished, and 
the decision was that the fighting squadron 
of 100 representative men should leave for 
Springfield at 11:25 this morning, 


Facts to Be Demonstrated. 

They will demonstrate these facts: 

Chicago wants the charter bills, and wants 
them badly. 

Chicago, as a city, regrets that, from the 
broad viewpoint, at the last charter election 
it saw the hole and forgot the doughaut. 

Chicago, through its representative business 
interests, realizes that the consolidation bill 
and the public utilities bill—No. 1 and No. 3 
—are absolutely essential to its continued pros- 
perity. 

Chicago recognizes nothing in common what- 
soever between the downstate cry of legislative 
representation restriction of Chicago and the 
submission—at least of No. 1 and No, 3—toa 
referendum of the people of this city. 


Advance Guard Leaves. 

The advance guard of fighters left last night 
with instructions to fight to a finish the 
Helm restriction resolutiop when it comes 
up on special order in tus Nesate this morn- 
ing. If Representative English brings up 
his resolution in the house it will meet with 
as bitter resistance. 

Walter L. Fisher presided over the City 
club conference, at which were present 200 
representatives of virtually all of the civic 
and commercial organizations of Chicago. 
Senator Edward C. Curtis of Kankakee and 
Representative James M. Kittieman of Ber- 


wyn, chairmen respectively of the senate and 


house committees on charter, told exactly 
what would happen unless Chicago demon- 
strated forcibly and unqualifiedly to tke 
downstate members that the city really want- 
ed the charter bills, 


Agree to Send Fighters. 

Spokesmen for these organizations joined in 
the unanimous decision, upon the motion of 
Senator Walter Clyde Jones, to send bat- 
talions of Chicago fighters into the Spring- 
fleld campaign—the Chicago Association of 
Commerce, the Union Léague club, the City 
club, the charter convention, the real estate 
board, the Hamilton club, and kindred 
commercial, business, and political organiza- 
tions. 

When Mr. Fisher was about to put the mo- 
tion of Senator Jones, he urged as an amend- 
ment that the conferees first pledge them- 
selves to apply pressure to the insurgent 
Cook county senators and representatives 
who are not openly in line. 

This goes for Senators Jandus and Broder- 
ick, who voted against the consolidation bill 
last week, and for Senators Clark and 
Rainey, who.were not recorded one way or 
the other. 

Pressure for Legislators. 

On the house side it applies to seventeen 
Cook county memberr who were missing, so 
far as the clerk's records show, when the 
latest crisis on the consolidation bill was 
reached. 

The amendment was accepted by Senator 
Jones, and every man in the hall arose and 
volunteered for active service. 

Gol. Nathan W. MacChesney spoke in be- 
half of the real estate board. 

‘The real estate interests are for the con- 
solidation bill to the last ditch,”’ he declared. 

Charlies Alling Jr. asserted the Union 
League club was firmly of the belief that 
every interest of the city demanded the pas- 
sage of the consolidation bill. 


Tells Penalty of Failure. 
George C. Sikes represented the City club. 
“It may be lack of a campaign of educa- 

tion which has made possible this seeming 
indifference of the downstate members,”’ he 
said. ‘‘ The state has agreed that Chicago 
is entitled to help. If we fail at this crisis, 
Chicago necessarily must start anew upon 
a campaign of education.” 

H. A. Wheeler, president of the Associa- 
tion of Commerce, declared the agsociation 
was unqualifiedly in favor of the consolida- 
tion act. 

‘7t stands ready to go at a moment’s no- 
tice to the defense of Chicago,”’ he said. 

The steering committee of the charter con- 
vention had a meeting following the confer- 
ence, and determined to send out summons 
for as big a delegation as can leave this 
morning. More than seventy have volun- 
teered. 


Bond Bills on Program. 

The mayor's bond bills are scheduled to 
have a substantial place in the legislative 
program for the week, according to Chicago 
information. There was a morning confer- 
énce in the office of Mayor Busse, in which 
the participants were the mayor, Corporation 
Counsel Bréndage, Controller Wilson, 
Walter L. Fisher, and Bernard J. Mullaney.

Foreed by Sudden Illness to 
Abandon Place as Hostess. 


PRESIDENT IS NOT ALARMED 


Says It’s Only Nervousness, but Some 
Are Apprehensive.

Washington, D, C., May 17.—[Special.}— 
Mrs. Taft, wife of the president, was over- 
taken by illness today and as a result she 
was forced to abandon her place as hostess at 
a White house dinner given this evening to 
about thirty guests. 

Although a statement given out late tonight 
by President Taft mentions Mrs. Taft's ail- 
ment as a slight attack of nervousness, there 
is just a bit of apprehension in WaShington 
in regard toit. It was rumored early in the 
evening that the attack was serious and like- 
ly to require constant care on the part of Mrs. 
Taft's physicians to bring her back to health 
within reasonable time. This view of the 
matter was strenuously objected to at the 
White house and it was announced that the 
iliness was not at all serious. 


Collapse Comes on Boat. 

Nervous strain due to an operation for ton- 
silitis performed this morning on Charlie 
Taft, the young son of the president, is said 
to have caused Mrs. Taft's breakdown. The 
collapse came while the family wae taking 
an afternoon cruise down the Potomac on 
the yacht Sylph. The craft left its moorings 
shortly before 4 and had proceeded a short 
distance down the river when an order came 
to the commander to turn back. 

At 4:30 the Sylph came again to its landing 
at the navy yard and an urgent call was 
sent in for one of the big automobiles in daily 
use about the White house. When it ar- 
rived Mrs. Taft was assisted into it and taken 
home immediately. 

Maj. Edie of the army and Lieut. Delaney 
of the navy, physicians, who are held in 
Washington for duty at the White house, 
were summoned at once. The fact that both 
were extremely busy there during the even- 
ing and that one of them had made prepara- 
tions for spending the night at the White 
house made it seem likely that the illness of 
Mrs. Taft was more serious than the presi- 
‘dent cared to admit. 


Mrs. Moore Acts as Hostess. 

The dinner party set for the evening was 
duly carried through, Mrs. Moore, the presi- 
dent’s sister, taking the place of Mrs. Taft 
as hostess. 

Since the inauguration Mrs. Taft has fig- 
-ured constantly in teas, dinners, and func- 
tions of all kinds. The series of garden 
parties and dinners which have been kept 
up at the White house recently despite the 
advent of hot weather, Mrs. Taft's friends 
say, has told heavily on her strength. Prac- 
tically all the senators and members of the 
house, with their wives, have been enter- 
tained at the White house since Mr. Taft's 
advent as president, the dccasions being 
either teas, musicals, garden parties, or 
dinners. ’ i 

May Abandon Southern Trip. 

The illness of Mrs. Taft may cause an 
abandonment of the plan for her to accom- 
pany the president to Petersburg, Va., on 
Wednesday, where he will go to participate in 
the unveiling of a monument to the Penn- 
syivania troops who fell at Fort Mahon. 

From Petersburg the president will go 
Wednesday. night to Charlotte, N. C., to at- 
tend the celebration of the Mecklenburg dec- 
laration of independence. Uniéss Mre. Taft 
greatly improves in the meantime plans for 
these visits may be materially changed.

ARREST OF BROKER DAILY 
FOLLOWS PRISON SCANDAL. 


Irregularities Attributed to. Warden 
Armstrong While in Jackson Are to 
Be Sifted Here. 


Milton A. Daily, a broker in twine, with offi- 
ces in Chicago, who was indicted a few days 
ago by the grand jury at Jackson, Mich., on 
the charge of bribing Warden Allen N. Arm- 
strong of the penitentiary at Jackson, was 
arrested in Chicago yesterday, and released 
on bail. The grand jury spent about five

ing the resignation of Warden Armstrong. 

Sixteen indictments were returned, oné 
charging Armstrong with accepting a 
bribe, another charging John C. Wengen, 
who was made acting warden after Arm- 
strong’ s resignation, with perjury; six 
against merchants in Jackson, charging them 
with giving bribes to prison officials; and one 
against Daily. 

It was charged that Daily arranged to sell 
Warden Armstrong, for use in the peniten- 
tiary, a lot of second hand twine making ma- 
chinery, and billed it to the state as new ma- 
chinery, getting his pay on that basis, and 
dividing the profit with Armstrong. 

At the time the yr were made an 
officer from the staf®’s attorney’s office at 
Jackson came to Chicago to consult Mr. 
Daily, and tried to get him to testify before 
the grand jury. After the charges were made 
Daily denied any criminal dealings with 
Armstrong. 

Daily was arrested at his office and taken 
to the Harrison street station, where bonds 
of $2,500 were signed for his appearance in 
court this morning.

Incidentally, the case has furnished @ sen- 
sational exposure of political jobbery involv- 
ing the Cincinnati Southern, a railroad con- 
structed by the city of Cincinnati for the 
purpose of regulating rates to the south. In 
the course of his argument on behalf of the 
complainants; the Recefvefs and Shippers’ 
Association of Cincinnati, J. J. Hooker, a 
prominent Ohio business man, made the fol- 
lowing explanation as to why the city, in fe- 
newing a lease with the operating company 
of the railroad named, failed to provide for 
protection instead of seeking the aid of the 
commission: 

‘‘ As a business man of Cincinnati I havea 
humiliating confession to make. You will be 
justified in believing that if the business men 
of Cincinnati did not have sand enough to 
protect themselves in the renewal of this 
lease, they were not worthy of protection by 
any tribunal in the United States. 


People Defeat Sale of Road.

“A few years prior to the time the nego~ 4 


tiations began for the renewal of the lease 
a member of our sinking fund board, who 
was an original opponent ,of the construc- 
tion of the road by the city of Cincinnati, 
took the ground that the road should be sold; 
if it could not be sold at one price it should 
be sold at another, but it should be sold. 

“He found willing ears with those in con- 
trol of the leasing company. A campaign 
at once was begun to sell the road. A for- 
mer United States senator, who since that 
time has distinguished himself by his oppo- 
sition to the interstate commerce law, was 
engaged at an enormous contingent fee. 
The head of the Republican political organ- 
ization in Hamilton county also was engaged 
at an enormous contingent fee. He called 
to his aseistance the head of the other party. 

“Under such conditions it looked as if the 
poor citizens of Cincinnati were up against 
a hard proposition, and they were. But a 
defense mittee of business men was or- 
ga.ized, d although every county employé 
left the courthouse on that day to work and 
vote for the acceptance of this proposed 
sale, no matter what his political affiliations 
might be, the common sense people of Cincin- 
nati, although it was « special election, came 
to the rescue, and they defeated this proposi- 
tion to sell the road by a considerable ma- 
jority. 


Big Contingent Fees Disappear. 

“ There was great disappointment. It was 
the first time the organization ever had been 
defeated. These enormous prospective con- 
tingent fees disappeared. When the time 
came to renew our lease it was realized that 
the present operating company had an ad- 
vantage in being at that time the leasing 
company. Our conservative citizens real- 
ized how near we came to losing the road. 
What that would have meant to the city of 
Cincinnati you can realize when I ‘tell you 
that the secret of the sinking fund board 
made a calculation that the difference be- 
tween the price at which it was proposed 
the city should sell this property and the 
price it is realizing now under the present 
lease would have amounted at the expiration 
of the present lease to over $100,000,000. 

** No such attempt at loot probably ever oc- 
curred before in the United States, and it was 
defeated; and you need not be surprised that 
while the business men. of Cincinnati! thought 
they saw that thig was an opportunity to 
provide in the lease for equitable rates to 
the south, they realized that that would not 
be the only opportunity to sell our road, and 
that the best thing to do was to accept this, 
bad as it was, and then come before this 
body and ask for justice.”’ 


Original Cost Was $18,000,000. 


The Cincinnati Southern, which was the 
subject of Mr. Hooker’s remarks, originally 
cosf the city of Cincinnati $18,000,000, and 
extends from that point to Chattanooga. 
Tenn. In the last few years the city has 
spent $2,500,000 for additional terminal fa- 
cilities. The total value of the road is fixed 
at $20,500,000. For the rental of this road 
the Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pa- 
cific line paid the city last year $1,283,850, 
which is 6 per cent on the capital invested. 

The city is paying 3% per cent on 90 per 
cent of the money invested, so that its net 
return is 2% per cent. The Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific during the last 
six years has enjoyed a net income double 
its capital stock, plus more than $3,000,000, 
and it is estimated that the ratio of net in- 
come during that period was 44.43 per cent 
per annum. 

“It 6 per cent per annum is a fair return 
upon the value of corporate property de- 
voted to public use,"’ it was stated in the 
brief of the Receivers and Shippers’ asso- 
ciation, “then it is self-evident that a return 
of 44.43 per cent is grossly excessive.”’ 

In view of this and other facts presented 
it is asserted by the complainants that the 
present class rates charged by the Cin- 
cinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific from 
Cincinnati to Chattanooga are unjust and 
unreasonable. Not only this, but it is 
claimed they are unjustly discriminatory, in 
that a rate preference is enjoyed by manu- 
facturers and shippers in middle Atlantic 
and New England states. 


Rates Higher than in 1879. 


While the rates from New York to the 
south continuously have been reduced since 
1879 in the aggregate, the rates from Louis- 
ville today are higher than they were in that 
year. In view of river and rail competition 
from Louisville to Chattanooga, there is no 
reason, it is urged, why a relative rate ad- 
justment made in 1879 should not obtain to- 
day and Cincinnati be given the benefit 
thereof as between Louisville and New York 
to Chattanooga. . 

It is asserted that in the relative adjust- 
ment between the east and west, the latter, 
by reason of superior natural advantages in 
nearness to raw material an@ cheaper food 
is. able to hold its preponderance in business 
at higher rates than the east. 

But western business interesta have come 
to the conclusion that this condition must 
change. They hold that it is wrong fér 
them to be subject to the disadvantage of 
paying relatively higher freight rates than 
eastern manufacturers and shippers. 

From the attitude of the members of the 
commission it is apparent that action will 
be taken as a result of which there will be a 
reduction of rates on the Cincinnati South- 
ern, and this will tend to place all shippers 
doing business with the south on the same 
plane.

Third Attack of Heart Failure 
in Week Fatal to Banker. 


DELAYS ACTION ON STOCK.

Helge A. Haugan, president of the State 
Bank of Chicago, succumbed to the third at- 
tack of heart failure within a week at his 
home, 1713 Deming place, yesterday. While 
his death Was unexpected, his wife, Mrs. 
Laura A. Haugan, and one son, Charles M 
Haugan, were at the bedside. 

As soon as the news became known down- 
town, a special meeting of the stockholders of 
the bank, called for today to increase the 
capital stock from $1,000,000 to $1,500,000, was 
postponed for thirty days. 

Also, Joseph T. Talbert, president of the 
Chicago Clearing House association, named 
the presidents of the member banks of the 
association as honorary pallbearers. A meet- 
ing of thessociation will be heldgt 4 o'clock 
this afternoon, when suitable resolutions will 
be adopted. It is probable Chicago bankers 
will attend the funeral in a body.

Mr. Haugan suffercd from an attack of 
heart failure last Tuesday in his private office 
in the bank. He went home and was stricken 
again on Saturday. This second attagk was 
slight and he recovered speedily. 

The third attack, early in the day, was so 
sudden that there was no time to give Mr. 
Haugan medical treatment. His son-in-law, 
Dr. Wallace F.. Grosvenor, arrived a few min- 
utes after the banker died. 

Mr. Haugan was born in Christiania, Nor- 
way, on Oc§. 26, 1848. He went to Montreal, 
Que., in 1859 and learned the steam fitting 
and brase finishing tgide, which he entered 
in Chicago in 1862. 

With John R. Lindgren he established the 
banking house of Haugan & Lindgren in 1879 
at 57-59 La Salle street. The firm was re- 
organized in 1891 as the State Bank of Chi- 
cago, with Mr. Haugan as president.

The immediate cause of death was heart 
failure, following grave symptoms that de- 
veloped early last evening. 


Mr. Meredith’s Iiliness on May. 15, 
and he steadily had declined s that time. 
The novelist was out for hisdaily drive at 


his Boxhill retreat on Saturday morning in 
a little donkey chaise. He seemed then to 
be in his usual nealth. A keen east wind 
was blowing, and it appears to have given 
him a chill He returned home in a state 
of collapse, with serious attacks of pain in 
the intestinal region. 

A physician was summoned, and the novel- 
ist revived, but was unable to take nour- 
ishment. His daughter, Mrs. Sturgis, re- 
mained in constant attendance and-his son 
was summoned on Sunday. Theking’s physi- 
clan, Sir Thomas Barlow, was called into 
consultation, and it was hoped that in spite 
of his great age the patient would rally. 
This hope was not maintained for any great 
length of time, as the internal inflammation 
developed ‘rapidly. 


SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 

George Meredith, novelist and poet, and 
advocate of the trial marriage, lived to enjoy 
half a century of renown. He was born in 
Hampshire, England, in 1828, and his master- 
piece, “The Ordeal of Richard Feverel,” 
was published in 1859, or just fifty years ago. 

Meredith's parents died when he was a boy, 
and the lad was taken in charge by a guard- 
ian, who sent him to Germany to be edu- 
cated. Some of the boy’s experiences and 
descriptions of his environment in Germany 
are sald to appear in “ Harry Richmond.” 
He was 15 when he returned to England to 
begin the study of law. In London he had a 
hard struggle against poverty. 

It was in 1851 that Meredith's first book 
appeared. It was a volume of poems. In 
1856 appeared his fantastic prose tale, “ The 
Shaving of Shagpat.”’ Two years later Mere- 
dith, as editor of the Ipswich Journal, and 
writing regularly literary articles for the 
Morning Post of London, had become well 
known as a journalist. 


Saw Garibaldi’s Struggle in Italy. 

As correspondent for the London Morning 
Post he saw Garibaldi's struggle for inde- 
pendence in Italy in 1866. While at Venice 
he got the material for his novel * Vittoria,” 
in which Mazzini, Garibaldi, Cavour, and 
other figures of the war period play their 
parts. 

His twelve years’ tragic union with the 
daughter of Thomas Love Peacock, author 
of * Headlong Hall" and “ Crotchet Cas- 
tles,’’ left an indelible impression. Despite 
his wife’s brilliancy the couple were miser- 
able almost from the day of the marriage. 
His second marriage, to a woman of Irish 
birth. was happy. By the second wife, who 
died in 1886, he had two children. - 

In the eight years following the publication 
i of “* The Ordeal of Richard Feverel ” he pub- 
lished “ Eva Harrington,” 1861; “ Modern 
Love” and “ Poems of the English Road- 
side.” 1862; “ Emilia in England” (“Sandra 
Belloni”), 1864; “Rhoda Fleming,” 1865; 
* Vittoria,” 1866. . 

For five years no book came from his pen, 
and then, in 1871, came ** The Adventures of 
Harry Richmond.” In 1876 he published 
‘‘Beauchamp'’s Career” and in 1879 the 
world was given “ The Egoist."’ From that 
time he averaged a novel or book of poems 
a year. 

Marital Woe Figures in Works. 

Marriage misfits, strange honeymoons, and 
various queer marital developments, which 
figure so strongly In Meredith's novels, gave 
his books a large circulation with the widen- 
ing of the discussion of the divorce problem 
in the last twenty years. 

Four years ago the aged author, then 77 
years old, startled the world with his ad- 
vocacy of trial marriages. The controversy 
which followed was participated in by au- 
thors, clergymen, and others all over the 
world. Meredith's ideas were set forth inan 
gat ag in the London Daily Mail, in which 
he sald: 

“Tt is a question to my mind whether a 
young girl married, say, at 18, utterly ig- 
norant of life, knowing little, as such a girl 
would, of the man she is marrying or of any 
other man, or of the ‘World at all, should be 
condemned to live with him for the rest of 
her life. The life is nearly intolerable. Yet 
many married women go on with it from 
habit. or because the world terrorizes them. 

‘‘ Certainly, however, one day these pres- 
ent conditions of marriage will be changed. 
Marriage will be allowed for a certain period, 
say ten years, or—well, I do not want to 
specify any particular time.”

‘first annual convention of the National As- 
sociation of Manuf this afternoon at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Anthony Ittner, reporting for the commit- 
tee, declared although industria] education 
. was making such strides that the committee 
might be dispensed with, it might still be of 
service “ to keep the movement free from the 
domination of organized labor, which in its 
own view tends to sacrifice the public wel- 


fare to the supposed a&vantage of class.” 
Says ‘aompers Defies Courts. 

The report spoke of Gompers as “ defying 
the highest courte in the land, and that, too, 
while he is under jail sentence.” Mr. Ittner 
also reported he had replied to the invitation 
to join the National Society for the Promo- 
tion of Industrial Education, te which cer- 
tain labor leaders are included. by saying: 

~ “TT? invite a leader affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor to become a 
member of the society would be tantamount 
_ to inviting the devil and his imps to parfici- 
pate in the movement for the promotion of 
the Christian religion as taught by the lowly 
Nazarene while on earth.” 

However, he was induced to join the soci- 

ety, and found some labor leaders “ broad, 
» liberal minded citizens.” This did not change 

his general opinion. 
“Were organized labor formed and con- 
ducted along rational and just lines,”’ says 
the report, “it would be a sin to exclude it 
from any movement for the advancement of 
the human race; but, as it now stands, to 
put it in charge of a movement in the inter- 
est of industrial education, trade, and train- 
ing would be like putting a lamb in care of 
a wolf or a chicken in care of a hawk. Too 
much stress cannot be laid on this phase of 
the subject so long as the present attitude 
of organized labor remains unchanged.” 


One Member Refuses to Sign. 


To this attack on organized labor one mem- 
ber of the commmittee, Frederick W. Sin- 
yers of Milwaukee, would not assent, and he 
refused to sign the report, on the ground 
that it contained too many personal opin- 
ions. A minority report from him will be 
read later in the convention, and Ittner 
moved that a committee be appointed to 
consider the majority report, and be author- 
ized to cut out of ft whatever it thought fit. 

“We do not object to organized labor,” he 
said, amid applause. ‘* We have to work 
with it. We do object toits methods. Some 
ofthem are damnable.” 

Labor,unions, it is set forth, dominate the 
society the promotion of industrial edu- 
cation, and, while the report favored trade 
schools in which the graduate should be a 
finished workman, it alleged that in many 
large cities a skilled workman could not pro- 
cure employment without a union card.

Tells of Trust in Forger. 

He declared that he believed Van Viis- 
gingen implicitly when he told him that he 
had not sold forged paper to any one else, 
and that his assets were sufficient to take 
care of his liabilities, even after he knew 
that the man was a forger. 

Mr. Rosenfeld did not hesitate to bring the 
games of others into the story, and flatly 
declared he had told John R. Walsh and 
Lyman A. Walton that he had been “‘ stuck ’’ 
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for a large amount of money through forged 
mortgages which Van Viissingen had sold 
him. He also gave a version of the meet- 
ing between Van Vlissingen, Rosenberg, and 
himself in his Fifth avenue office which was 
quite tame compared with the story told by 
Van Viissingen. 

All of the witnesses agreed absolutely in 
their stories that Van Vlissingen had given 
assurances to Rosenfeld and Rosenberg that 
he had not sold forged paper to any others 
ef his clients, and also that his assets were 
greater than his liabilities.

Tells of Limited Confession. 

After a few preliminary questions and an- 
gwers which established the fact that Rosen- 
feld had known Van Viissingen and had been 
doing business with him for twenty years 
prior to the crash, Mr. Peaks, who conducted 
the examination, said:

RIVAL FOES HIRE SLEUTHS 


Liverymen and Drivers Keep 
Close Watch on Each Other. 


UNION MEN FIND INTRUDER, 


Escapes Rough Treatment, but Is 
Ejected with a Warning, 


Detectives employed by the Cab and Car- 
riage Drivers’ union and the Liverymen’s as- 
sociation yesterday enlivened the strike of 
the former organization by entering the 
camps of the opposing forces and garnering 
information which, it is said, will be used in 
presenting the claims of the contestants be- 
fore an arbitration board. 

One of the alleged private sleuths, said to 
be a former union man, was discovered at 
a meeting of the strikers in the morning. 
The union men present were preparing to ad- 
minister rought treatment to the intruder 
when Business Agent Gibbons interfered. He 
ordered the man from the room and warned 
him not to return. 

The striking drivers will put into operation 
today a new scheme to prevent nonunion men 
from drivitig cabs in funérals. Ten photogra- 
phers will be employed by the union to watch 
the roads leading to all cemeteries and to 
photograph drivers of cabs and hearses who 
are not union. members. Chief of Police 
Shippy said that he would permit these photo- 
graphs to be taken if there was no disturb- 
ance created. 

ust Not Carry Weapons. 

During the day Chief Shippy conferred with 
Business Agent Gibbons regarding the mat- 
ter of nonunion men carrying revolvers. Mr. 
Gibbons made a formal protest and the po- 
lice chief promised to take immediate action 
and to see that every driver carrying firearms 
was arrested. He declared also that neither 
the union men nor the nonunion men would 
be permitted to carry weapons of any sort. 

Officials of the strikers claimed that a num- 
ber of the undertakers and liverymen had 
signed the union agreement. Kendall Spear- 
ing. a liveryman of Kensington, admitted 
signing the agreement. He said that he was 
located tin a union neighborhood and that he 
could! get no business unless he was recog- 
nized by the labor men, 


Agency Hires Strikebreakers. 

W. H. Cruden, head of the state free em- 
ployment bureau, investigated charges that 
an employment agency on Sherman street 
was furnishing strikebreakers for the un- 
dertakers and liverymen. He said that he 
could not prevent the agency from furnishing 
these men, as no charge was made for obtain- 
ing employment for them. 

The employés of the north and. west side 
street railways yesterday presented a pro- 
posed new wage scale to President Roach. 
The men ask for an increase of 3 cents an 
hour. 


HORSE BREAKS BABY’S SKULL. 


Rider, Only 13 Years Old, Says He 
Was Unable to Prevent the

JUDGE PLAINLY ANGERED 


Talesmen Who ‘Would Escape 
Service Resort to Ruse and 
Stern Rebuke Follows. 


Sixty-three veniremen were examined dur- 
ing yesterday's sessions in the trial of Martin 
B. (“ Skinny ”") Madden, M. J. Boyle, and F. 
A. Pouchot, charged with conspiracy to ex- 
tort money, before Judge McSurely. At ad- 
journment only one juryman had been added 
to thepanel Eight venires of fifty each have 
been summoned since thetrial began. Out of 
this four hundred nime have been chosen. A 
special venire of 150 is to be drawn this morn- 
ing. 

One or two prospective jurymen went down 
before State’s Attorney Wayman’'s educa- 
tgonal test, failing to comprehend the mean- 
ing of such words as “‘ subtle,” “ tortuously,”

opinions bearing on the guilt or innocence of 
the defendants. . 


° Replies Too Nearly Alike. 

Toward the close of the afternoon venire- 
men were going in and out of the jury box 
at the rute of one every two minutes, and 
the brief questions and replies in each in- 
fiance, while either state or defense was 
conducting the examination, were nearly 
alike. Questions and answers took this form: 

“Do you know anything about this case?” 

“ Yes, I read about it in the newspapers.” 

‘Have you formed an opinion as to the 
euilt or innocence oi the parties concerned?” 

“ Yes, a decided one—one that would take 
a ,Ot of evidence to remove.” 

“Then you think you couldn't sit in this 
trial and give an impartial verdict?”

Judge Gives Way to Anger.

FLAMES IN TUDOR FLATS. 


Another Apartment Building Damaged, 
Alarm in Hospital. 


Thirty-three families were made tempo 
rarily homeless by a fire which broke outjn 
the Tudor apartment building at the south- 
west cgrner of Forty-third street and Ellis 
avenue late yesterday afternoon. Many of 
the occupants Nving on the fourth floor of 
the five story structure were driven to the 
fire escapes, where they were rescued by 
firemen from the Hyde Park station. © 

Dr, Julia C. Strawn, who occupies an apart- 
ment on the fourth floor with her aged fa- 
ther, Abner Strawn, a paralytic and 83 years 
old, was the first to sound the alarm. When 
the smoke swept into her rooms she quickly 
seized her father, and, wrapping a rope 
around his body, carried him to the fire 
escape, where she supported him until re-— 
Meved by Sergeant Conway and Policeman 
Kelly of the Hyde Park police station. Mrs. 


Abner Strawn, who is 62 years old, climbed 


down the entire distance from the top floor 
to the ground on the slender iron railing. 


Maid Loses Rings. 
Before descending to safety herself, Dr 
Strawn sent ahead her two maids, handing 
one severa] valuable rings. Later, when the 


‘maid went to return the rings, she found she 


had lost them. At that moment Dr. H. F. 
Brown, who had picked up the purse contain- 
ing the lost jewelry, appeared on the scene 
and restored them to the owner, 

No one was able to tell just how the fire 
started, but it was said to have originated in 
the boiler room in the basement and then 
mi to the fourth floor through the dummy 
shaft. 

Miss Mary A. Huntting, who was entertain- 
ing a party of young friends on the fourth 
floor, and her guests were also forced to seek 
refuge on the fire escapes, where they were | 
found unharmed by firemen. 

Dr. Brown, owner of the building, placed 
the damage at $10,000, covered by insurance, 
while the firemen and police reported no one 
had been injured. 

Fire, followed by three explosions of fl)u- 
minating gas, drove six families, occupants 
of the Avoca flats, 6056-68 Madison avenue, 
into the street in the afternoon and caused a 
loss estimated at about $1,200. The building 
is owned by Dr. John Guerin, a member of 
the board of education. 

The fire is believed to huve been caused by 
one of the occupants of the building throwing 
a lighted match into a storeroom used for 
furniture and carpets. 


Hospital Fire Schres Patients. 

Unusual presence of mind and coolness on 
the part of women physicians and nurses 
prevented a panic among the patients of the 
Mary Thompson hospital, an extensive in- 
stitution for women and children at West 
Adams and Paulina streets, in the morning. 
It at first was reported the fire was of in- 
cendiary origin, but the people In charge be- 
lieve it was an accident caused by a lighted 
cigar in the dispensary. Fire Attorney 
Frank Hogan directed Detective James 
Wolfe to make a thorough investigation. 

Dr. Lucy Waite, a member of the executive 
board, discovered the blaze shortly after 
6:30 a. m., and notified the department by 
phone. The firemen left their apparatus 
some distance from the institution and used 
chemicals in extinguishing the blaze, which 
caused a loss of several hundred dollars. 

The patients became excited, but nurses 
and internes stationed in all the wards suc- 
ceeded in calming them. 

The fire occurred when the internes were 
absent and most of the regular staff out, be- 
cause of a conflict over executive control of 


. the institution. 


Investigates Other Fires. 


investigations of other firee said during the 
day: 

“I cannot assign any reason to the epi- 
demic of suspicious blazes. There were more 
suspicious fires reported yesterday and to- 
day than in any two days in the last four 
years.” , 

Among the other suspicious fires given spe- 
cial attention were those of Sunday in the 
dry goods store of Lasser & Bomash at 
8415-21 Superior avenue, Sguth Chicago, and 
in the Coca Cola building, 1322-28 Wabash 
avenue. 

Investigation into the fire at the Coca Cola 
building showed that the blage started on 
the fifth floor in the Sahlin Corset company’s 
establishment. In Monday’s account of the 
fire it was erroneously reported that it origi- 
nated im the printing concern of Munroe & 
Southworth.

Council. Committee Asks Aid 
-of the Federal and State 
Governments. 


“WANTS CONTROL BY CITY. 
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Urges Revocal of Unexercised 
Rights to Submerged Land 
on the Lake Front. 


to the federal government and the 
state legislature to place Chicago's harbor 
problem entirely in the city’s hands were 
approved yesterday by the council committee 
on harbors, wharves and bridges. 

Clearing the way for municipal control of 
the situation was found no easy task when 
the status of the Pugh Terminal company 
received official consideration for the first 
time. The subject was one pronounced 
worthy of a Supreme court for decision, but 
two measiires aimed to give the city what 
was held ics due were determined upon. 

The first of these was the adoption of reso- 
tutions by the council asking for a rehearing 
by the war department of the Pugh Terminal 
company’s application for a permit to con.- 
struct three half mile piers north of the river

mouth. 
The second was the passage of a state 


law making a city ordinance a prerequisite 
to the exercise of any license or right to the 
occupation of submerged lands such as is 
claimed by the Pugh company through the. 
provisions of its charter of 1857. 


Fair Promises by Company. 

The committee was in special session nearly 
two hours. W. W. Gurley appeared for the 
Pugh company and assured the committee 
of its desire to codperate with the city. He 
gaid not a move would be made until the 
city’s approval had been obtained. 

In spite of these assurances, the alarm felt 
three days previously when it was discovered 
that the government permit had been issued 
to the Pugh company wAs still sufficiently 
yivid to cause the committee to grasp at 
every opportunity to checkmate the corpora- 
auerees Gurley told of the plan of James 

A. Pugh to organize a company that would 
lease the east fifteen feet—the shore line—of 
the 960 feet along the lake given to the Chi- 
cago Dock and Land company by its charter, 
for the purpose of building piers. out into the 
lake, and the granting of the government 
permit. He said the face of this document 
showed it conveyed no authority for, con- 
struction work, and a little later the éntire 
paper! was reac.

“The project contemplates the expenditure 
of a vast sum of money,” continued Mr. Gur- 

ley. “ The steel work alone will cost $5,000,- 

000 or $6,000,000. No one would think of ip- 

vesting such a sum of money as that in face 

of a controversy with the city. 

“It has been the intention of this company 

to appear before the council as soon as pos- 
sible with its plans, so that there will be no 
objection by the city when work is begun. 
I can assure the committee, on behalf of*the 
Pugh Terminal company and the Chicago 
Dock and Land company, that not a pile will 
be sunk, not a doliar will be spent in con- 
struction until an ordinance has been ob- 
tained. This ordinance wil] have a wide 
range, including the city’s right to purchase. 
its right to regulate, the prescription of the 
kind of structure to be built. and the pur- 
poses for which it is to be used.”’ 

On the strength of these statements Ald.

The Chicago Norwegian-Americans cele- 
brated the Norse Fourth of July yesterday 
in fitting style. It was the ninety-fifth anni- 


versary of the adoption of the constitution 


at Eldsvoid, Norway, and a large proportion 
of the 50,000 Norwegians in the city attended 
one of the two big celebrations held in honor 
The larger demonstration 
was under the auspices of the Norwegian Na- 
tional league in Brand’s park, and the Norse 
custom of filling up bumpers and drinking 
to independence forever was followed, Gov. 
Deneen addressed this meeting. 

At the other celebration, under a commit- 
tee of clergymen, there were no “ skaals.’’ 
No liquors were allowed. Severa) hundred 
children dressed in Norwegian costumes 
gathered in Logan square and paraded after 
a band concert in the morning. In the after- 
noon a baseball game and athletic contests 
were held in Callahan’s baseball park. In 
the evening former Senator W. E. Masonand 
the Rev. J. C. Roseland délivered addresses 
to several thousand persone in the park. 
The day's celebration ended with a display 
of fireworks. 


Independent as Americans, 


In his address at Brand's park Gov. Deneen 
declared the Norwegians wherever they had 
gone had carried the same spirit of inde- 
pendence that the Americans love to char- 
acterize as their own. 

* Because of the nature of your freedom 
in your native country,” he said, “ your peo- 
ple have been fitted for citizenship wherever 
they go. One of the greatest factors in the 
progress of this nation has been the excel- 
lence of the elements of which our citizen- 
ship has been composed. The men who felt 
the narrowness of less liberal forms of gov- 
ernment or the lack of opportunity of per- 
sonal advancement; the men who heard the 
call of larger opportunities offered by the 
new land; these were the best men fitted to 
lay the foundations of a government of free 
institutions and to assist in their develop- 
ment. 

‘“‘And the progress has been steady and 
consistent. Almost every man here has ex- 
perienced either in his own fortunes or those 
of his friends the gradual betterment of 
conditions, the children advancing a step 
beyond the parents and seeking to afford to 
the children better advantages. 

** But the advancement has not been at the 
price of forgetfulness of the past. The loy- 
alty which America demands of her own 
citizens finds its best assurance in the spirit 
of partiality which is the essence of patriot- 
ism, which makes the land of one’s birthand 
the land of one’s adoption seem fairer and 
happier than all other lands.”

Nationalist Charges Majority with 
Neglecting Country’s Interests— 
Vote of Confidence to Clemenceau. 


PARIS, May 17.—M. Pugliesi-Conti, Na- 
tlonalist member of the chamber of depu- 
ties, offered a resolution this afternoon ask- 
ing President Fallieres to exercise the presi- 
dential prerogative and dissolve parliament 
on the ground of its * impotency.”’ 

He charged that the majority was bring- 
ing discredit upon parliament by utterly neg- 
lecting the interests of the country. He said 
the chief accomplishment of parliament had 
been to increasethe salaries of the members 
and declared that the “ bloc ’’’ and the Free- 
masons were dividing the patrimony of the 
country. At this statement M. Baudry D’As- 
gon, Royalist, shouted: 

‘It would be better to dissolve the repub- 
lic.”’ 

Premier Clemenceau, in a spirited reply, in- 
sisted that nothing justified the onslaught 
of M. Pugiiesi-Conti. He declared that there 
was greater liberty in France today than 
ever before, and that the only liberty de- 
nied was the liberty of violence. He de- 
fended the policy of the government and 
asked for a vote of confidence, which was 
given, 379 to 83. '

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COMMONS PASSES INCOME TAX 


Heavy Imposition Placed on Un- 
earned Wealth in England. 


ASQUITH PLEADS FOR IT. 


Premier Says Nation Must Prepare for 
Many Emergencies. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 17.—The house of commons 
tonight, by a vote of 209 to 96, passed the 
budget’s imposition of a 28 cent tax on un- 
earned incomes exceeding $15,000 and also 
@ super tax of 12 cents upon incomes exceed- 
ing $25,000, levied on the amount by, which 
they exceed $15,000. 

In the course of the debate Premier Asquith 
referred to the protest made by the bankers 
against the budget. He pointed out that the 
bankers admitted the necessity of an in- 
creased taxation to meet the increased ex- 
penditures. He challenged them to find a 
way which would be piore equitable or leas 
injurious to the country’s trade. : 

The premier estimated the average in- 
came tax in Great Britain, inctuding the 
super tax of 23 cents, which, he said, he 
regarded as extremely moderate, as less 
than that imposed in Germany or France. 
He foreshadowed a further increase in the 
income tax, which he now regarded as a per- 
manent part of Great Britain’s fiscal ma- 
chinery. 

He declared that, with proper legislation 
and wise administration, it would come to 
be considered the fairest of all taxes, capable 
of wide expansion in time of public emer- 
gency. 

The prime minister said the people must be 
prepared to give a large definition to the term 
‘‘emergency’’ as not only applying to the 
outbreak of war but also to the preparation 
for war, while it would not be wholly an 
illegitimate expansion of the term to include 
therein the pressing needs of social reform. 


CARNEGIE CALLS UPON KING. 


Steel Magnate Received by Victor 
Emmanuel—Praises the Prog- 
ress Made by Rome. 


ROME, May 17.—Andrew Carnegie was re- 
ceived in audience by King Victor Emmanuel 
today. The interview lasted for nearly half 
anhour. Mr. Carnegie congratulated his ma- 
jesty on the progress of the country and its 
financial prosperity. He spoke of the trans- 
formation of Rome, which he said was be- 
coming a second Paris, but still preserving 
her wonderful and glorious monuments of the 


past.

Smithsonian Institution Loses. 


By a decision rendered in the Supreme 
court today, the Smithsonian institution lost 
a suit which, if it had been decided in favor 
of the institution, would Have added consid- 
erably to its funds. Thecase was that of the 
Smithsonian institution vs. G. C. St. John, 
executor of the estate of the late Wallace 
C. Andrews of New York. Andrews and his’ 
poo we were burned to death in their home in 

Andrews, who once was prominently con- 
nected with the Standard Oil company, made 
a will providing that after the death of his 
wife his estate should be used for the estab- 
lishment of an industrial school for girls in 
Lake county, Ohio, with the alternative pro- 
vision that the money should go to the Smith- 
eonian institution if the plans for the school 
should fail. As it could not be determined 
whether Mr. Andrews or his wife died first, 
the institution put in a claim for the prop- 
erty, but the Supreme court of New York de- 
cided against it. The institution then ap- 
pealed to the federal court, with the result 
that the case was dismissed. 

The name of Chief Justice Fuller, as chan- 
cellor of the Smithsonian, appeared as a 
party to the suit which was finally decided 
today by the court over which he presides. 
The chief justice did ndt participate in the 
decision and the result was announced by 
Justice Brewer. 


Many Estates Are Affected. 

Boston, Mass., May 17.—Francis C. Welch, 
who carried the question of the constitution- 
ality of the act limiting the height of build- | 
ings in Boston to the United States Supreme 
court, is a trustee for many estates in this 
city affected by the act, though he said today 
that his appeal affected no particular piece of 
property in Boston.

FORCE DELAY IN PLANS. 


"People Will Not Know if Idea 
Is Practical Until Decem- 
- “ber at Least. 


Washington, D. C., May 17.—[Special.J— 
Congreasional advocates of the deep water- 
way system connecting the great. lakes with 
the gulf of Mexico made a fruitless attempt 
today to advance the status of the project 
by securing from\the war department the 
report of the engineering commission, of 
which Lieut. Col. William H. Bixby, at Chi- 
-eago, is chairman. 

De Alva 8. Alexander of New York, who Is 
to be the next chairman of the committee 
on rivers and harbors, thwarted the attempt 
of Congressman Bartholdt of Missouri to 
secure the passage of a resolution directing 
the secretary of war to transmit forthwith to 
the house the report of the findings of the 
special board of army engineers which ex- 
amined the Mississipp! river below St. Louis 
with a view to discovering the practicability 
and desirability of constructing and main- 
taining a fourteen foot channel from 8t. Louls 
to the gulf. ; 

Mr. Alexander objected to the resolution on 
the. ground that the report had only recently 
been received at the war department and was 
at presents in the hands of the board of re- 
view for final adjustment. Thereby he put 
a@ small sized crimp in the efforts of the deep 
watérway enthusiasts to acquire a running 
start for the next session of congress, when 
they hope to get some tangible waterway leg- 
islation under way, providing the report of 
the army engineers on the lower Mississippi 
was favorable. 


Report Secret Until December. 

As the matter now stands the report will 
not be sent to congress before it meets in De- 
cember, and if the authorities can s0 manage 
it its nature will not be disclosed before that 
time. According to reckonings made by 
the disappainted deep waterway people 
today, this puts their big project about a 
year to the bad. 

“We wish to know the nature of this re- 
port now, so that we can advertise it among 
our people. They will then know what is 
necessary to be done, and we can come back 
to congress in December with our minds 
made up in regard to what action to take.”’

DEMOCRATS WHO ARE REDUCED 
GET RESTORED BY MAC VEAGH. 


Believes Injustice to Gaugersin Terre 
Haute, Ind., District. 


Washington, D. C., May 17.—Secretary of 
the Treasury MacVeagh today corrected 
what he believes to have been gross political 
injustice in the Terre Haute, Ind., internal 
revenue collection district. On Jan. 18 last 
seven gaugers were reduced to storekeeper 
gaugers and eleven storekeeper gaugers 
were promoted to be gaugers. 

The civil service commission made an iIn- 
vestigation of the charges that the changes 
were made for political reasons and reported 
their findings sustained the charges. By 
the secretary's order today the men are re- 
stored to their original positions. 

It was reported by the civil service commis- 
sion that the men promoted were Republic- 
ans and the men who were reduced and sub- 
sequently suspended were Democrats.

What should concern our public men and 
manufacturers and exporters generally is 
the fact that for the year 1908 our total ex- 
port of domestic merchandise amounted to 
$1,834,786,857, as compared with $1,853,718.004 
in the previous year, This is a decrease of 
$20,000,000, in round numbers, and it is in 
spite of the prices and the large movement 
of wheat and tge advance of our trade in 
iron and stee) and mineral oil. If thoseitems 
were eliminated from consideration it would 
show an alarming decrease in our export 
trade. 


Provision Will Stimulate Trade. 
In the opinion of both the standpatters and 
revisionists in congress and of the unpreju- 
diced government officials, the appfication of 
the maximum and minimum tariff law will 
furnish the most notable stimulus to our 
foreign trade ever experienced in our coun- 
try. It is nothing more nor less than a gen- 
eral and scientific reciprocity scheme. There 
is but little chance it will increase our — 
rates at all. 
It will force Germany, France, Detaseia, 
Holland, Austria-Hungary, and Russia to 
give us the benefit of their best tariff rates. 
If they give any other nation a rate on any 
article better than that Imposed on the same 
thing coming from the United States they 
will lose the American market. The only 
reason for such discrimination is to secure 
concessions by some other country, and as 
there is no other country which furnishes 
the same markets as the United States f 
ought to be evident that all the great Euro- 
pean nations will put us on the most favored 
nation list. Their minimum rates wilVapply 
to us and our minimum rates to them, so 
that the net result will be that every Ameri- 
can product will go into Germany on the,same 
basis as every French product, andin the end 
the discrimination will be wiped out and 
then our export trade will have a chance to 
develop itself on its merits. 
It will be well for those who may feel dis- 
appointed at the apparent failure of con- 
gress to revise the tariff downward that the 
maximum and minimum system, if adopted, 
will atone for a good deal of the shortsight- 
edness of the statesmen at the capitol.

Previous Offer Turned Down. 

It may be récalled that several years ago

Side Elevated stockholders, for control of 
their property, 6 per cent on their stock. 
Now they are offered 3 per cent, or 50 per 
cent of the amount the board of directors 
turned down before. 

As usual in such deals, the desire was to 
obtain for the South Side stockholders rela- 
tively as good a bargain as the shareholders 
of either of the other roads might receive. 
Apparently the fact of whether 6 per cent 
was @ good thing for the South Side in itself 
was clouded by other considerations, —

Effective with Spokane Order. 

The commission declined to express an 
opinion on the new rates because the ship- 
‘pers were not represented at the hearing, so 
the railroads have decided to make them ef- 
fective at the same time as the postponed 
order in the Spokane case. 

The new schedule recognizes the principle 
of water competition, and is approximately 
the same asthe coast rates. The commission 
gaid that water competition undoubtedly 
controlled the coast rates, but that it was 
unreasonable to charge more to the interior 
points. 

The Spokane rates were reduced 16 2-3 per 
cent and the new rates to Utah and Nevada 
will be lowered in about the same proportion, 
although some of the reductions amount to 
as much as 25 per cent. They apply on virtu- 
ally all commodities except those on which 
water competition is especially keen. 


Compromise Basis Sought. 

The railroad officials say they have met 
with all sorts of difficulties in trying to recon- 
Cile the conflicting requirements of com- 
peting commercial centers, but that they 
have tried to reach a compromise basis. 

Coast jobbers are expected to protest be- 
enuse much of their former advantage over 
the inland cities will be wiped out, and the 
inland cities may not be satisfied because 
their rates are not lower than those to the 
co4st.
